AMERICAN MACHINERY. 


tnslliti Tribute to Ulcjcle Tool* 


>I»J<- In Tfcl» C««ntrj. 


The great English technical journal, 


Engineering-. London, pays a handsome 
tribute to machine tools made in the 
United States, saying: "It i* not a re- 
souring thing for those « ho would see 
I he engineering supremacy of this 
eountrv maintained, to notice how cer- 
tain American firms haie ranged ahead 
cf es in the production ol a light class 
of machine tools, of which bicycle mak- 
ing machines afford an example. At 
the present time, with the demand for 
bicycles still great, and new factories 
Uicg started constantly, manufactur- 
ers ha«e the greatest difficulty in ol>- 
taining the special plant. It is easy 
enough to purchase ordinary 
lathes, 


milling machinery, power mill*, etc- 
but with these the bicj cle maker canno' 
hope to produce his wares at anything 
like the tame *peed or at *o low a cost 
as can those who sre fortunate in pos-
